Officer-in-charge of the Berke- 
ley Post Office William Wollman 
said today that increases in most 
postage rates will take effect May 
16 as the new United States Post- 
al Service begins its task of 
| achieving self sufficiency as re- 
quired by the Postal Reorganiza- |

Mr, Wollman noted that gener- 
al postage rates have not been 
increased since 1967 when Con-
